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Man died after 
lethal overdose 


A HEALTH watchdog 
has launched an invest¬ 
igation after a German 
doctor providing out-of- 
hours cover accidentally 
gave a pensioner a lethal 
overdose. 

David Gray, 70, was 
given 10 times too much 
painkiller by Dr Daniel 
Ubani, who admitted he 
was “too tired” to con¬ 
centrate after flying into 
the country the previous 
day 

The Weekly News can also 
reveal that an elderly woman 
died just hours after also being 
treated by the German national 
on his first shift. 

Iris Edwards, 86, was found 
dead in her Ely care home two 
hours after she was visited by the 
doctor. 

Dr Ubani was called out to 
relieve pain suffered by Mr Gray, 
who had renal colic and kidney 
stones and heart problems, but is 
thought to have administered a 
fatal dose of lOOmg of dia- 
morphine and 4mg of buscopan. 

Mr Gray’s partner, Lynda 
Bubb, found him unconscious in 
their room at their house in 
Manea and paramedics were 
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unable to resuscitate him. 

In a letter, Dr Ubani told the 
family he was confused between 
the drugs pethidine and dia- 
morphine, which he did not 
normally use in Germany. 

Cambridgeshire police laun¬ 
ched an investigation after the 
death of Mr Gray, in February 
last year, but two months ago 
they were told proceedings 
against Dr Ubani were under 
way in Germany. 

In April, Dr Ubani was given a 
nine-month suspended prison 
sentence and fined £4,450 but is 
still practising in the city of 
Witten. 

Now Ms Bubb, and Mr Gray’s 
children, are taking civil action 
against Dr Ubani, NHS Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, and Take Care Now, 
the external firm which was 
providing the out-of-hours cover. 

The Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) said Mr Gray’s death was a 
“deeply disturbing case” and 
pledged to investigate. 

Chris Banks, chief executive of 
NHS Cambridgeshire, said: “Our 
condolences go out to Mr Gray’s 
family at this difficult time. 
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Man fined 
over drugs 
discovery 

A SUTTON man has 
been fined £150 after 
police found cannabis in 
his home. 

Officers found 0.4 
grams of herbal cann¬ 
abis resin in Matthew 
Dodkin’s home on 
Cromwell Road on April 
17. 

Laura Mardell, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “The dis¬ 
covery came after a 
warrant of arrest was 
issued at Mr Dodkin’s 
address. 

“He told police the 
cannabis was his and for 
his own use.” 

The 34 year old plead¬ 
ed guilty to possessing a 
Class B drug at Ely Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court last week. 

Nick Barnes, mitig¬ 
ating, told the bench: 
“My client is a builder’s 
labourer and is temp¬ 
orarily out of work. 

“The resin was in a tin 
in his kitchen and was 
purely for his personal 
use.” 

Magistrates fined 
Dodkin and ordered him 
to pay £60 court costs 
and £15 victim sur¬ 
charge. 

Mary Rone, presiding 
magistrate, also ordered 
the destruction of the 
drugs.

Addict ‘cleaning up’ 
after toiletries raid 


A HEROIN addict stole 
more than £1,000 worth 
of toiletries from a sup¬ 
ermarket in one day. 

Daniel Binns, 25, cleared 
the toiletries aisle at Ely’s 
Waitrose store by “sweeping” 
the goods into a holdall, a 
court heard. 

But it was not until one of 
the shop’s managers later 
realised that the aisle was 
almost empty that police 
were alerted. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, 
said: “At 11am on March 25, 
one of the supermarket’s 
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managers realised that the 
toiletries aisle was almost 
empty. 

“CCTV showed Mr Binns 
sweeping his arm along the 
aisle and putting everything 
into a holdall, before leaving 
without paying. 

“The value of the products 
stolen was £909. 

“He then returned later that 
day to do exactly the same 
thing and almost got away 
with a further £158 worth of 


toiletries but he was con¬ 
fronted outside the store.” 

It was then that he ad¬ 
mitted to police that he had 
stolen cosmetics from other 
stores in Ely, including Savers, 
Wilkinson’s and the Co-Op. 

Binns, of Beck Road, Isle- 
ham, pleaded guilty to two 
counts of shoplifting with 
other offences taken into 
consideration at Ely Magist¬ 
rates’ Court last week. 

But Nick Barnes, mitigat¬ 
ing, said Binns had been 
through a “difficult” time and 
had turned to heroin. 

He said: “His mother had a 


triple heart bypass and while 
in hospital she caught MRSA 
- she is in a dire state. 

“My client turned to heroin 
to help solve the issues and at 
the time of the thefts was in 
the thick of his addiction. 

“He is now coming clean 
and looking ahead to the 
future.” 

Magistrates adjourned the 
case for a pre-sentence report 
to be prepared. 

Binns will appear at the 
same courthouse on May 28. 

He was released on uncon¬ 
ditional bail.

“This doctor failed Mr Gray and 
his family, that is something we 
deeply regret. We have supported 
the police in their investigation and 
we are disappointed that the doctor 
may not now be tried in the UK. 

“Although he has been found 
guilty in Germany, we are con¬ 
cerned that Mr Gray’s family may 
not feel that justice has been done.” 

The case was investigated by 
Cambridgeshire police, with the 
assistance of medical experts, but 
the Crown Prosecution Service 
decided against further action. 

A few hours after visiting Mr Gray, 
Ubani saw Mrs Edwards at Vera 
James House care home. 

She died of a heart attack two 
hours later at 3.52am, on February 
17. 

Nigel Howlett, chief executive of 
Cambridge Housing Society, which 
owns Vera James House, said: “We 
were saddened by the death of our 
resident and our sympathies 
continue to be with the family. 

“The staff at Vera James House 
followed all our procedures and the 
doctor was accompanied at all 
times by a senior carer. 

“The first we knew of any con¬ 
cerns was when we were contacted 
by the police a few days afterwards. 

“Subsequently, our employees 
have given a full account of the 
events that evening.” 

Ubani treated around 15 people 
during his fateful shift in the UK, 
according to police, who looked into 
each case and found that two 
warranted further attention - Mrs 
Edwards and a woman in her 50s. 

The woman in her 50s was rushed 
to Addenbrooke’s Hospital, Cam¬ 
bridge, hours after she was seen by 
Dr Ubani. 

However, only Mrs Edwards’s case 
was subject to a criminal invest¬ 
igation. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
police said: “We took a closer look at 
the second woman’s case but there 
was no criminal investigation.” 

British authorities had been 
seeking to prosecute Ubani but may 
have to end proceedings under the 
double jeopardy ruling. 

A spokeswoman for the CQC said 
it has yet to decide if it will be 
looking into the case of Mrs 
Edwards. 

She said: “The CQC will decide 
the precise scope of its enquiries 
over the next few days.” 

The inquests of Mr Gray and Mrs 
Edwards are due to be resumed by 
the coroner at a date to be set.

Taxing time for drinkers as pub gives cash back 


A WELL-KNOWN pub landlord is 
taking a stand against the 
Government’s 2 per cent tax hike on 
alcohol. 

Steve Haslam, of The Cutter Inn in 
Ely, has introduced a scheme which 
will help people continue to drink in 
their local - and even get some 
money back. 


His “working person’s beer tax 
credit voucher” scheme will see 
punters receive a 10p tax credit 
voucher each time they buy a pint. 

They will then be able to do what 
they want with the credit, such as 
giving it to charity or saving them up 
to buy another drink. 

Mr Haslam is running the 


scheme, which following the tax hike 
move in last month’s Budget, until 
the end of May, 

He said: “This is making light of 
the situation. But the Government 
needs to realise that publicans are 
not bad people and we are not the 
cause of binge drinking. 

“We want to give something back 


to the working person in these 
difficult economic times and we are 
doing what little we can to help our 
community.” 

The scheme is also running at Mr 
Haslam’s other pub, The White 
Horse Inn, in Ramsden Heath, with 
the money raised being split 
between local schools and charities. 


Teen driver dies 
in ditch crash 

A YOUNG driver was killed 
on Monday night after her 
car crashed into a ditch. 

The victim, who is in her late 
teens, was driving along the 
All01 at Welney when the 
incident happened at around 
5pm.

Feathers fly 
in duck fight 


ELY could soon be free 
of its most controversial 
residents - muscovy 
ducks. 

The city’s infamous water- 
fowl population has once 
again come under the spot¬ 
light - and this time coun¬ 
cillors want them gone for 
good. 

Renowned for causing a 
flap among residents and 
tourists, East Cambridgeshire 
District Council oiled the 
ducks’ eggs last spring in a bid 
to reduce the population. 

The action, which caused 
uproar among bird lovers in 
the region, came after comp¬ 
laints about everything from 
the mess the ducks make to 
them snatching food from 
people. 

But this time it is the City of 
Ely Council that is demanding 
action over the red-billed 
birds. 

Cllr Sheila Friend-Smith, 
mayor of Ely, said: “The num¬ 
ber of muscovies needs to be 
reduced. 

“We are writing to the dist¬ 
rict council to try and get their 
co-operation on this. 

“We do not want to cull 
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them but there must be 
somewhere else they can go. 

“They need to be on a big 
lake in the country or on a 
farm, not in the city centre 
where they are nothing but a 
nuisance. 

“They have made picnic 
spots by the river an eyesore 
and they are always outside 
people’s homes making a 
mess. 

“Wild ducks are pleasant as 
they generally stay on the 
water, not like these.” 

The plans come just weeks 
after duck-lover David Ew- 
bank, of Egremont Street, Ely, 
announced he was planning 
to study the birds’ breeding 
habits this summer. 

He said: “I am very against 
the council’s wishes and I 
think there are a lot of people 
out there who would cause 
uproar if this was to happen. 

“Ely is famous for these 
beautiful birds and that is how 
it should stay. 

“Lots of people have con¬ 
tacted me about the study 
and already there are duck¬ 


lings in various locations 
around the city.” 

The ducks, which originate 
from America and Mexico, are 
thought to be the biggest self- 
sustaining group of muscovy 
ducks in the UK.

services, said there had been 
no complaints about the 
muscovies so far this year.

man hurt 
officer 


A DRUNKEN man who 
threatened to kill an Ely 
police officer has been put 
under strict supervision for a 
year. 

Jake McHale swore at the officer 
and left him with multiple injuries 
during the vicious attack. 

The incident happened after the 
22 year old became embroiled in a 
fight which had nothing to do with 
him. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, said 
police were called to USA Chicken 
on Ely’s Fore Hill at 2.30am on Dec¬ 
ember 13. 

“Officers went to split up a fight 
there which had nothing to do with 
Mr McHale when he walked into the 
takeaway and became involved. 

“He approached one of the offi¬ 
cers at high speed which made him 
think he was going to be assaulted. 
The officer lifted his baton. The 
officer then warned him about his 
language but he continued to be 
threatening.” 

McHale was then struck to the 
floor with the baton but did not stop 
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resisting, forcing the officer to spray 
him to calm him down. 

He had to be arrested and fitted 
with a spit-hood after he continued 
to fight back at the officer. The attack 
left the officer with back injuries, 
pain in his right side and an injured 
elbow. 

McHale, of Ely’s High Barns estate, 
pleaded guilty to using words and 
behaviour that caused fear of 
unlawful violence. 

But James Yardy, mitigating, told 
Ely magistrates last week that it was 
alcohol that made his client react so 
aggressively. 

He said: “He knows he was stupid 
not only for getting involved in 
something that had nothing to do 
with him but for reacting in such a 
way to a police officer.” 

Mary Rone, presiding magistrate, 
also ordered McHale to carry out 80 
hours of unpaid community work, 
obey a six-month alcohol treatment 
order, pay £ J00 compensation to the 
officer and £ J50 court costs.

Free parking 
for residents 

Sir, First, let me say I am not a car 
owner or driver.

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Old buildings to 
feel the crunch 


ANCIENT buildings in Ely 
and surrounding villages 
could suffer as a result of the 
credit crunch. 

Hundreds of much-loved hist¬ 
oric and listed buildings may miss 
out on vital repair works after a 
dramatic cut in council funding. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council is slashing its annual Hist¬ 
oric Building Grants budget by 
£3,500 over the next year. 

Limits are also being placed on 
how much and how often the auth¬ 
ority can hand out cash to owners 
of precious buildings. 

Fred Brown, district council 
leader, said: “It is a shame that we 
cannot be more generous but it is 
not possible. 

“Economic times are tough and 
if we were in a better situation then 
we would not have to do this, but

needs must.” 

The decision was made at the 
strategic development committee 
meeting following a review by 
council conservation officers. 

It will see the Historic Building 
Grants budget reduced by £3,500 in 
2009/10 and a maximum ceiling of 
two grants in a four-year period 
applied to all buildings. 

Non-listed buildings in a con¬ 
servation area will also be restricted 
to a maximum grant of £1,000 
under the new rules and any grant 
above £5,000 is to be offered as a 
loan instead. 

Owners of such buildings, many 
of which are popular tourist att¬ 
ractions, are now being urged to 
look elsewhere for funding. 

Cllr Brown added: “This review is 


wonderful news and I think it is 
good we are now prioritising 
something which has caused many 
problems for such a long time. 

“This will stop around 60 per 
cent of people coming to us with 
schemes that drop by the wayside 
anyway.” 

Rosie Burton, a district council 
conservation officer, said: “If water 
is pouring into people’s building 
then obviously they will receive the 
money up front. 

“But we need to prioritise fund¬ 
ing, especially in this economic 
climate. 

“Under the current system we 
get inundated with grant requests 
that really we should not be 
funding. 

“There are lots of bodies out 
there who can also help, such as 
English Heritage and WREN so 
there are other options.”

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, 
said: “It was early afternoon on 
March 28 when Mrs Gill went 
into Ely police station. 

“She fell asleep in a chair in the 
public reception area. 

“Pc Chris Herring, who was on 
duty at the time, tried to rouse 
her but she started to shout at 
him and was slurring her words. 

“She was unable to give them 
any information as to how they 
could get her home so they got 
her a cup of tea to try and further 
rouse her.” 

It was then that Gill drunk the 
tea and hurled the plastic cup at 
a member of public inside the 
police station. 

Gill, of Lantern Court, Ely, last 
week again pleaded guilty at the 
city’s magistrates’ court to being 
drunk and disorderly in a public 
place. 

Nick Barnes, mitigating, said: 
“There is no escaping the fact 


that my client has a long list of 
convictions. 

“In fact, there are 51 previous 
offences relating to drink. 

“Mrs Gill has been through 
years of domestic abuse and 
drinking has become her way of 
life.” 

Mary Rone, chairman of the 
bench, declared Gill a “habitual 
drunkard” after police applied for 
a habitual drunkard behaviour 
order to be applied on her. 

Defined as “a person given to 
the excessive use of intoxicating 
drink, who has lost the power or 
will, by frequent indulgence, to 
control their appetite for it”, the 
order means it is a criminal 
offence for Gill to buy alcohol or 
to be supplied with alcohol for 
the next three years. 

Mrs Rone said: “We have done 
this to help you. It is aimed at 
breaking the cycle.” 

Gill also had an extra day 
added to the sentence she is 
currently serving instead of being 
fined £150.

A DISABLED man who drove on 
after crashing into a roundabout 
has been banned from driving. 

Matthew Lelean, 38, who suffers with 
muscular dystrophy, lost control of his car in 
the early hours of October 18. 

The vehicle ploughed into the centre of 
the Shade Roundabout in Soham, damaged 
a chevron sign and then hit a lamppost. 

But instead of stopping, Lelean drove off 
along the A142 without his headlights on, 
and abandoned his car. 

Delia Matthews, prosecuting, said: “Mr 
Lelean was later arrested at his home and he 
told police that he had called a friend to 
come and pick him up. 

“He left the car along the A142 and said he 
had reported the crash to his insurance 
company, just not the police.” 

Lelean, of Hills Lane, Ely, pleaded guilty at 
Ely Magistrates’ Court to driving without due 
care and attention, failing to stop at the 
scene of an accident and failing to report an 
accident. 

Unrepresented in court, he told the 
bench: “I just panicked and called a friend to 
come and get me. 

“I seriously regret my actions and I am 
relieved nobody else was involved in the 
accident as I know the consequences could 
have been a lot worse.” 

Pleading exceptional hardship to the 
magistrates, he added: “Being disabled, I rely 
on my car to get about and get out of the 
house. I cannot walk for long distances and I 
need it to get to and from hospital for 
appointments too.” 

But Dr Christine Shaw, presiding ma¬ 
gistrate, banned Lelean from driving for six 
months. 

She said: “We have found it extremely 
difficult making this decision but it is not as 
if you live out in the sticks. You live in the 
centre of Ely and I am sure you will manage 
with taxis and walking short distances. 

“Failing to stop at the scene of an accident 
and failing to report one is extremely 
serious.” 

Lelean was also fined £285.

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Awards to applaud 
youngsters’ efforts 


T^EDALLING up the 
Jroad on a high¬ 
ly tech trike, David 
-X. Poskitt is clearly 
in his element. 

The 13 year old is in training 
for a sponsored cycle ride and, 
judging by the grin on his face, 
he’s enjoying every second. 

This time last year, David 
was in hospital. Diagnosed 
with a rare bone cancer, 
osteosarcoma, he’d just begun 
a 30-week stretch of chemo - 
and was waiting for a leg 
amputation. 

“When I was diagnosed it 
was devastating, I should say,” 
remembers the Cambridge 
schoolboy. “I kept worrying 
things would get worse, which 
they did: when they told me I 
needed the amputation I was 
really, really upset. But then I 
thought: ‘It’s going to happen 
anyway, so why bother getting 
upset about it? It won’t change 
anything’. 

“One thing I’ve realised is 
that it’s better not to think 
about things too much. To be

honest, I try to make all that as 
small a part of my life as 
possible.” 

David has just been 
nominated for the 2009 Young 
People of the Year awards, 
known as Yopeys for short. Put 
forward by his fellow cancer 
patient Liam Fairhurst - 
himself a past Yopey award 
winner - he says it’s a real 
accolade. 

“He really deserves it,” says 
mum Jacky. “He’s done 
incredibly well. He and Liam 
met in hospital and just 
clicked. They have the same 
sort of drive.” 

Sponsored by Spicers, the 
2009 Yopeys were launched last 
week. Now in their fifth year, 
the awards were founded by 
Royston resident Tony Gearing 
in a bid, he says, to counter the 
bad press about young people. 

Now held in six counties in 
England and across the whole 


of Scotland, the Yopeys are 
regional awards designed to 
“reveal, recognise and reward 
positive role models”; Gordon 
Brown calls them “a wonderful 
celebration of Britain’s youth”. 

Since the first Yopey contest 
in 2005, more than £70,000 has 
been given out in prize money. 
This year there is £2,000 to be 
won by young people in 
Cambridgeshire. 

To qualify, the nominees 
must give to others, either here 
or abroad. In David’s case, he is 
giving to other cancer patients: 
he is doing the sponsored cycle 
in aid of two charities, CLIC 
Sargent and Cyclists Fighting 
Cancer. 

David’s chemo finally 
finished in November. By 
December, his hair was 
growing back and he felt well 
enough to do some half-days 
at school. And then, in time for 
Christmas, he was fitted with a 


prosthetic leg. At first, he 
needed crutches, then sticks. 
But, within weeks, he was able 
to walk unaided. 

David has physio to help 
improve his mobility. And, now 
in remission, he has to return 
to Addenbrooke’s for regular 
check-ups; he’ll need them for 
the next five years. 

Also back at school full-time, 
David says getting back on a 
bike has been “a lot of fun”. His 
purpose-built trike was a gift 
from Cyclists Fighting Cancer - 
which is why David is 
fundraising for them. 

Jacky and husband Ian have 
two other sons, Michael, 15, 
and Thomas, 12. “Michael took 
David out for a ride at the 
weekend, which was supposed 
to be a practice,” adds Jacky. 
“They ended up going all the 
way from home to 
Addenbrooke’s! But that’s 
David - he just gets on with it.” 




Do you know a young person who goes 
that extra mile to help others - and 
deserves both recognition and the 
chance to win a cash prize?

Fishermen without 
licences land fines 


AN UNLICENSED fish¬ 
erman who used a false 
name to try to trick river 
bailiffs has come before 
the courts.

Michael Judkins, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “Mr Martin 
told the bailiffs he would 
go to his car and get the 
licence. 

“He went while his 
younger brother stayed by 
the river’s edge but was 
gone quite a while. 

“His brother then said 
he would go and find him 
which is when he app¬ 
eared and confessed to the 


bailiffs that he had given 
them a false name and 
address. 

“Mr Martin also told 
them that he did not have 
a fishing licence.” 

Having entered a guilty 
plea by post, Martin was 
fined £100 at Ely Magi¬ 
strates’ Court last week. 

Dr Christine Shaw, pres¬ 
iding magistrate, also ord¬ 
ered him to pay £75 court 
costs and a £15 victim 
surcharge. 

Two other anglers dealt 
with by the court have 
been fined after being 
caught fishing without a 
licence in Earith. 

Darren Ashley, 40, and 
Grant Brown, 21, were 
both spotted by a river 
bailiff on the water’s edge 
at Old West on January 1. 

Neither of them had a 
fishing licence and plead¬ 
ed guilty. 

The pair, both from 
Bishop’s Stortford, were 
fined £35 each.

A MAN has been jailed for 
driving into the path of a 
train after drinking up to 10 
pints of lager and taking 
cocaine. 

Richard Martin, 22, weaved 
around a barrier on a level-crossing 
before being hit at 60mph by a 
passenger train that had passed 
through Cambridge, the city’s 
Crown court heard. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth des¬ 
cribed the offence as “about as bad 
a piece of dangerous driving as you 
could imagine”. 

Martin, of Main Street, Pymoor, 
remembers nothing of the incident, 
the court heard. He was jailed for 
eight months. The judge said he had 
a duty to impose a sentence that

would “make it clear to others that 
getting into a car when under the 
influence of drink or drugs will not 
be tolerated”. 

Martin had previously admitted 
dangerous driving and driving 
without insurance. 

He drove into the path of a King’s 
Cross to King’s Lynn service near 
Littleport station at JJ.30pm on 
October 17 last year. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, said 
CCTV images showed that Martin 
drove around a barrier and was hit 
by the train, which was travelling at 
around 60mph as it was slowing for 
Littleport station. 


The car was turned around on 
impact and dragged along the track. 

Martin suffered broken ribs and 
was taken to Addenbrooke’s. There, 
he was heard by a police officer to 
tell a nurse that he had taken 
cocaine that day. 

A blood sample showed between 
110 and 170mg of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of his blood. The legal 
limit for driving is 80mg. 

Judge Haworth highlighted an 
interview between Martin and a 
probation officer, in which Martin 
said he drank around 10 pints that 
day. 

Melanie Benn, mitigating, said 
Martin was “candid and frank” with 
the police about his actions that day 
and has since taken “a long, hard 
look at his drinking”.

Give gardens a new 
look with right pots 


I f you’ve lost lots of your 
old terracotta pots to the 
frost this winter, it may 
be time to perk up your 
patio with some new 
containers. 

However, think carefully before 
buying and consider the style of 
your property and garden. If you 
don’t, you could end up with a 
disastrous mish-mash of colours 
and designs. 

If you have an old, traditional 
house and matching garden, it 
makes sense to stick with classic 
materials such as stone or 
terracotta, while a modern setting 
may require stainless steel, 
coloured concrete, zinc or 
aluminium. 

Dramatic black glazed pots, 
with stand-alone specimens such 
as a cordyline or date palm, can 
look stunning in a contemporary 
setting and are widely available, 
while troughs and pots made of 
metal can also look good in 
minimalist gardens. 

You can get away with a variety 
of brightly coloured glazed pots 
(check out B&Q’s range of rainbow 
glazed pots, starting at £1.98 - 
www.diy.com ) in a modern setting 
to brighten up a corner, but 
generally it’s better to stick to one 
style and finish if you don’t want 
the patio to look messy. 

Don’t buy pots on a whim, as 
there simply may not be a natural 
place to put them. You may 
actually find they look better 
without any plants in them. 

Small gardens don’t restrict you 
to small pots. In fact, large pots 
and plants in a small garden will 
create much more drama and

impact than having everything 
below eye level. 

There are pros and cons with 
whatever you choose. Terracotta 
pots, even if they are frost-proof, 
have a tendency to crack and chip 
and are porous, which means you 
will need to water the plants 
regularly to stop them drying out. 

However, terracotta pots can 
achieve that weathered look 
quickly because algae and moss 
soon grow on the outer surface. 

Glazed ceramic containers 
come in a huge range of colours 
and are not porous, so you’ll need 
to stand them on pot feet to 
ensure adequate drainage. 

Galvanised metal containers, 
which look great in modern 
settings, are poor insulators, so 
compost and roots may be baked 
in hot weather and frozen in 
winter. This is where glass fibre 
pots, which look like metal, may 
be a better bet. 

Wooden troughs and tubs are 
widely available (for best value 
look at the Argos wooden trough 
planter for £12.99) and have a 
natural look, which enables them 
to blend into most informal 
garden schemes. They are of 
moderate durability and do better 


if you line them with a thick plastic 
sheet such as a pond liner, 
puncturing it to allow for drainage. 

Alternatively, treat the container 
with a preservative that doesn’t 
harm plants and stand the tub on 
bricks or feet to help drainage. 

Wood is also frost-resistant and 
insulates plants from extreme heat 
and cold. 

If you have trouble lifting heavy 
pots and are on a tight budget, 
plastic is the obvious choice. 
Sankey’s Verona pot range comes 
in royal blue and wine red 
(available in two sizes, from £16.99, 
cafi (01159) 277335 or visit 
www.rsankey.com ) and has a five- 
year UV resistant guarantee. 

However, a more stylish choice 
can be found in a range of other 
materials including fibreglass and 
resin, which aren’t too heavy but 
can create a stunning look. 

Contemporary square top plant 
pots are available in a variety of 
colours and, being made from 
resin, they are lightweight, weather 
resistant and shatterproof 
(i www.greenfingers.com , £14.99, 
0845 345 0728). 

If blue is your colour, look out 
for a bell jar (from £129.99 at 
www.crocus.co.uk ) designed by 
Brighton sculptor Bill Harling, 
which looks like weather-beaten 
copper but is made from fibre glass 
and resin. It’s also frost-proof. For a 
contemporary setting a faux 
aluminium Geo round pot (£69.99 
from www.crocus.co.uk ) may also 
do the trick. 

Consider where you are going to 
put your pots before you choose 
the containers. 

Plastic is light, easy to move and 
can be easily disguised with 
metallic paint or hidden by trailing 
plants. 

Wood, terracotta and stone are 
good root insulators and so are 
perfect for plantings in full sun or 
exposed settings. Metal doesn’t do 
so well in sunny spots as it will 
quickly heat up the compost and 
roots inside, although you can put 
the plant in a different smaller 
container and plunge this into 
your metal pot lined with damp 
compost to help protect it. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
-Tulip 

There are so many different 
varieties of tulip in a myriad of 
colours, from whites and yellows to 
orange, red and deep purple - no 
garden should be without them. 

If you like fussy and frilly, go for 
the parrot types, while the classic 
single, large, strong-stemmed 
varieties are dominated by the 
Darwin hybrids. I love the dwarf 
types such as Red Riding Hood, a 
Greigii hybrid with striped green 
and purple leaves, and the single 
late variety Queen of Night, which 
produces deep maroon blooms in 
late spring. 

Tulips need well-drained, fertile 
soil in a sunny site. Bulbs should 
be planted 10-15cm (4-6in) deep in 
late autumn and protected from 
excessive wet. Most should be 
lifted when the foliage has died 
after flowering, although some, 
such as Kaufmanniana and its 
hybrids an be left in the ground for 
several years to flower again.

308 CC folding roof delight 


MAKE no mistake, 
Peugeot has form in the 
area of folding metal 
roofs. For all the fuss that 
regularly surrounds 
rivals large and small, the 
French car maker is no 
stranger to this so-called 
new fangled technology, 
writes Iain Dooley. 

Who can forget the 206 CC, 
Peugeot’s first contemporary 
effort at bringing a folding 
metal convertible to the 
masses? 

To say that the car was 
successful is a bit of an 
understatement. So much so 
that the formula was 
repeated with the firm’s 
larger 307 and the 206 
replacement (207) - plus the 
new 308. 

The problem with such 
cars has always been the 
issue of how to 
accommodate the roof when

retracted. Like mobile 
phones, the solution has 
become more elegant over 
time. Long gone is the 
dumpy, bulbous rear end. 
The 308 sports an elegant 
rear, so to speak. 

In fact, the 308 is a pretty 
appealing car from all angles. 
Key to this is its streamlined 
profile. Lord only knows how 
the engineers and designers 
did it, but they’ve managed 
to accommodate the 
complexities of the folding 
roof and give the car an 
elegant stance. The 308 CC 
looks especially good from 
the rear - something that’s 
hard to do at the best of 
times. 

There are no surprises 
inside the 308 CC, although 
this is not a bad thing. Just 
like the hatch it’s based on, 
the CC cabin looks like a 
quality item from a sector 
above its price. Cast your eye 
around this 308’s 
interior and the 
build quality is 
nothing short of 
impressive. The 
same is true of the 
overall design and 
ambience. Sure, it’s 
pretty much the 
same as a high-end 
308 hatch but, 
somehow, it gains 
something extra in 
the transition from 


five-door to drop-top. 

Peugeot appears 

particularly bullish when 
asked about the 308 CC. 
Granted, there’s a reputation 
to uphold, although the 
success of its predecessors is 
no accident: an attractive 
product, something that’s 
good value and practical. 

That last part is important; 
the concept of a folding 
metal roof is now a widely 
accepted one, yet it’s only 
when experienced first hand 
do you fully appreciate its all- 
weather robustness. It’ll keep 
the bad weather and the 
vandals out and puts the 
coupe into coupe cabriolet. 
Best of all, it can be retraced 
electrically while creeping 
along in traffic in around 20 
seconds. Wind noise at speed 
is pleasingly low, which is all 
that matters. Like when with 
the roof up, the car behaves 
in a smooth, refined manner. 
The added bonus being that 
it - and you - look pretty 
darn stylish. 

For all the stylish over¬ 
tones, can Peugeot’s 308 CC 
walk the walk? Fortunately it 
can, which should please 
fans of the marque. Don’t 
expect a honed, sports car¬ 
like experience, though. The 
308, like many rivals, isn’t 
tuned to deliver performance 
thrills. Think of it more like 
an affordable drop-top GT

and you’ll be closer to its core 
character. 

Save for the poorest 
condition roads, the 308 CC 
copes admirably with rough 
surfaces. The sophisticated 
and supple ride is most 
noticeable when travelling at 
speed and, despite its GT- 
esque character, isn’t adverse 
to being driven in spirited 
fashion on your local B-road. 

It helps to have a few good 
engines to choose from, and 
Peugeot’s mix of petrol and 
diesel units should keep 
most people happy. Most 
should be familiar to anyone 
on nodding terms with the 
308 hatch. The 308 CC is a 
substantial car, so you’ll be 
wanting one of the more 
powerful offerings if you 
want to make life easy. 

If diesel isn’t your thing, 
the 143bhp turbo 1.6-litre 


petrol motor is especially 
nice. Smooth, quiet and 
responsive, it’s everything an 
engine for a convertible 
should be. Add an auto gear¬ 
box and you’re all set for a 
leisurely weekend drive. The 
diesel choices might save a 
few pennies at the pump, but 
cars like the 308 CC are 
always purchases driven by 
the heart, not the head. 

Factor in a generous 
amount of standard kit plus a 
wealth of tempting optional 
extras - neck-level heating 
elements, anyone? - and it’s 
hard not to like the 308 CC. 

Basically 

This drop-top 308 proves 
that Peugeot still knows what 
it takes to produce an 
attractive, practical and 
affordable convertible for the 
masses.

The company aims to 
produce 500 Cl ev’ies over 
the next year, rising to bet¬ 
ween 2,000 and 4,000 units in 
2010, depending on demand 
and Government support.

Turton and Rands leave club 
rivals trailing in their wake 


ISLE of Ely Rowing Club’s mixed 
double sculling crews took first and 
second place in their category at 
Cambridge Head at the weekend. 
Andrew Turton with partner Ella Rands 
beat club captain Jo Cotgrove and new 
doubles partner Adam Hughes into 
second place, completing the course 
27 seconds ahead. 

However, in the women’s senior 
single sculls category later in the 
day, the tables were turned when 
Cotgrove took first place in a time of 
13min and 13sec, this time beating 
her rival Rands into second place. 
Curiously, this time Cotgrove was 27 
seconds ahead of Rand. The two 
women, who train together at Ely and 
who also race together in a women’s 


double scull crew, enjoy the mutual 
contest and benefit from each 
other’s competitive streak. 

“We have a big respect for one 
another,” said Cotgrove. 

“We know each other’s sculling style 
well because of the time we spend 
training together and putting 
ourselves to the test in events like 
this keeps us on our toes!” 

As well as his race in the mixed 
doubles, Hughes came second in the 
Junior 15 single sculls category in a 
time of 13:06. 

Senior men’s sculler Turton also 
raced again in a single, coming 
second in the men’s intermediate 
category in 11:57. 

In the veteran G single sculls, Rodney 


Atkinson recorded a time of 15:05, 
while Mark Wilcox and Jonathan Dolby 
in a novice men’s pair crossed the 
finishing line in 13:11. 
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
